February .-. tho second month of the year that was born:in hope ... was a good 
month. It was amonth that saw achievement by the Allies and by the Group and by the 
Squadron. It was a month that saw the early feelers of Spring reaching out of a 
cold winter and bringing nubbins of buds on the trees that had not thought to bud 
until nearer Easter. It was 9 month of good showing and a month that brought everyone's 
mind closer to home and the peaco. For as February began the Russians were grinding 
westward to the Oder, northward to the Baltic and south towards Dresden. The Western 
front was not static but their advance was still an eliminating of the Runstedt 
bulge. It was nearly eliminated. But it wook some of the February days to bring 
about its complete collapse. The handwriting on GermenY's wall began to etch a little 
deeper through February and the early days of the month brought Yalta and the decisions 
made there to the minds of all, Allied and German, And the Axis could not dispute 
their final strength and their uitimate end. What mattered now was time alone. 

There was no balance of decision left. And February set its seal on these things. 


Meanwhilé, the month began inauspiciously- There was no mission on the first 
and the second passed by without notice as well. It was not impressive. There was 
a cold tang in the air and plentyof overcast over Eastern England. Mnd if there was 
no overcast over England then there was plenty over the target aroas. Which amounted 
to the same thinge On the 3rd however they did get off and they flew out across the 
North Sea and along the north German coast until they got into position to swing down 
and across the face of Berlin. They poured out a terrific pasting, aiming their 
bombs toward the Air Ministry and the other official buildings in the officdal cluster 
on the end of Unter Den Linden and as they turned and flowed like a molten mass of 
metal in the sky across Germany the exclamation mark of smoke behind them expressed 
all the surprise and emphasis of the day. Berlin was a fitting target .. for not only 
weve their industries and their officialdom stationed within its limits but also 
the houses, the streets, thes tations and the underground world was populated by 
refugees driven before the flooding Rissians. Thus Allied "terror" methods came 
home to Berlin. And all the terror that had been wrought in London in 1940-41 came 
suddenly rearing up to stare the Nazis in a perpiexed and recoiling eyes Itwas not 
an inexpensive raid however. For some men and some mechines did not returne Major 
Robert Rosenthal, CO of the 416th Squadron, formerely CO of the 550th went down (for the 
second time) and then wound up towards the end of the month in Moscow .. safe againe 
But the Squadron sustained the loss of Lieutenant Louis C. Chappell, navigator and 
a group of officers and enlisted mene 


Qn the fourth no mission was flown and 12 officers and 24 enlisted men 
joined the Squadron to take the place of those men who had either gone down or 
had been returned home during the past weeks. On the fifth 20-year old Lee M. Raden 
Squadron navigator was promoted to Captain. No mission this day either. 


The Russians wero driving hard towards the Elbe and Dresden and to aid t 
in their drive the planes tock off on the morning of the sixth headed for Chemnitz in

For in their return 
they left behind seven officers and eleven enlisted men, the crews of Lieutenant 
Tom Fellows and Lieutenant William C Wilson .. but they were Believed to have landed 
in friendly territory end it was not more than & couple of days later beforothey 
showed up on the fieid again, having enjoyed the Belgian sights for a breathers while 
repairs and refueling was carried.out. (On the Chemitz raid however Flight Officor 
Fritz Kretzsohmar was not too lucky. In crash landing the ship, Kretsschmar sustained 
a fow head abrasions and while first reports had him hospitalized with a fractured skull 
it turned out better than that and hewas back within a week or so. 


Qn the sixth too Pfo Robert J Wiese entered the hospital for a surgical 
bout and he*was confined there for many weeks after. Though his complaint was not 
regarded serious it wtill was oonfining and his bald head was missed around the areas 


It was not until the fourteenth that the ships flew again. And when they 
did fly thie date it was almost as though their itinerary had been pre-arranged .. 
by a guiding providence .. for the fourteenth was the day set aside for the field 
inspection by Major General &. EB. Partridge, Commanding General of the 3d Air Division, 
and his Chief of Staff, brigadier General Neil B. Harbould. But fly they did and 
went off again to deliver a second knomckout to Chemnitz. And while they were flying 
the German skies, the grbumd men, already very ttted from the effort of getting the 
mission in the sir, went, through the formalities of the inspection. Shoes had been 
shined, clothes pressed, medals and ribbons placed right, end hairs cute The barracks 
and the tants were spotless and the Seneral's arrival was waited with bated breathe 
On a schedule put forth from Group Headquarters his arrival in the Squadron areawas 
set for 10}0. He arrived promptly at 1035. Through the Orderly Room, Supply Room, 
officer's quarters and on up through the area he swept woth his party. They missed 
nothing. At least Genorals Partridge and Harbould missed nothings And their eyes 
darted lamwringly into the nooks and crannies for the slightest deviation from the 
accepted and desired. And when twenty-five minutes later, flanked by motorcycle 
escort their cars sped up the road towards site 6 there wasa weakened but paeased 
group still standing in tne roadway in front of the Orderly Room. Later that 
day, just after lunch, the men and officers of the organization formed into platoons 
and were marched out onto the ramp where they stood the formalities of the inspections 
The wind blew and the overcoat tails flapped snappily but all went off with accords 
Major David K Lyster Jr, the commander of the Squadron, made a forthright and 
military appearance and Staff Sergeant James Fitch oarried the guidon with ell the 
flourish that his long army experience could muster. The men marched back, inspected 
and tired, changed their good clothes to their working clothes and went out to the ramp 
again to sweat the ships back in. The General went back home -.. pleased, they said +» 
and all had gone off to satisfaction. 


On the fifteenth the ships went for targets in Rudland and all came back 
safely though one crew, piloted by Lieutenant Cerl K Baker wes delayed en routo back 
to the base and came in a day later, safe and sound. That was more than could be said 
for the parget. ‘ 


Qn the fifteenth too, new crews joined and Private James B Walden who had 
been AWOL for several weeks left ... for the Discip inary Training Centers 


On the seventeenth Major Lyster and Captain Raden flying with ahother 
Squadron on the mission were forced down and did not make it back to the base until 


the following day. Butall was well. 442

The nineteenth saw the crews heading for Muhster againe Bor in the business 
of warring the rail center was very important. That is, itwas at the begigming. Towards 


these final days, it was not quite as effective as the Hitlerites could have wished. 


On the following day the ships bombed Nurnberg, home of Nazi Party headquarters and 
seat of great manufacturing plants. But the crew flying under the command of Lieutenant 
Leslie H Dawson didn't make it back and went down behind the enemy lines. And the following 
day ..- they went to Nurnberg again. And this time they all came back .. though 
two men were wounded by enemy action, Sergeant Willis Bell who was wounded in the side 
by flak and Sergeant Louis EB Molback who was hit in the right heel. Both men were 
hospitalized but were in no immediate danger 


Qn Washington's Birthday the ships went to Hofingen and the following day thoy 
struck at the rail yards at Treuchlingen in advance of the oncoming Allied forces. 


On the 23rd Sergeant Aubra T Williamson, refueling unit,member, was married 
in London to a local girl and his wedding and recoption were attended by a number 
of men from the Squadron. On the 25rd too the crew of Lieutenant Dawson which had 
gone dom some days previously returned to duty, having found a safe haven in the 
friondly territory. 


Qn the 24th the ships bombedxiimmimx Bremen once again and all came riding home 
safely with tales of success and devestatione Munich caught it on the following day 
and then there was a pause. 


Qn the 26th the news came through of the promotion of Major Lyster to be Lieutenant 
Colonel and for the first time the Squadron had a commanding officer of the called-for ranks 
Colonel Lyster had broken the tabu that had existed over this promotion for everytime 
in the previous seven commanders’ experience that they had come abreast of the time for 
submitting their promotion they had either 1) gone dom er 2) gone back home. But 
Colonel Lyster made it and his joop now had a great silver splotch of leaf, And rank 
sat high on the Squadron's honors. 


Berlin, already smouldering from RAF and USAAF attacks, caught another load on 
the 26th and all came back safely again. There was no mission on the 27th but combat 
continued. For on this date six men were transferrei to the Xeinforcement Depot to 
be trained as infantry replacements for the Western Front. Of the batch that went 
Sergeant Pasquale DeLeomardo was one of the carly members of the Squadron and the others 
had seen long service with the organization as woll. 


The month wound up with a raid on Massel, the rail and munitions center and 
All who flew out came back safe and sound. They reported that they had carried out 
their mission with success and that the rail service through Kassel would be a little 
late this year. The Allies were on the move east, the Russians pointed west. It looked 
as though Nazi aims would be a little late ... anybyeare

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351ST SQUADRON ARMAMENT ACTIVITY FOR FEBRUARY, 
1945, 


Februery was a very active month in regard to Armament loading activities. 
It was a very short month but the Squadron put up ships for thirteen completed 
missions, loaded five ships for other Sausdrons, and loaded bombs for eight 
missions which had to be ecrubbed, The totel bomb tonnage handled by the sec- 
tion during February ie broken dow in the following orders 356.5 tone were 
loaded for completed missions, 148 tons were loaded for missions which hed to be 
ecrubbed, and 3.5 tone of blue bombs were losded for practice missiona put up 
by the Squadron. Altogether s total of 506 tons of bombs of all types were hani~ 
led by the section during the month of February. 


Cn the 8th of the month all officers and enlisted men of the Armament sec- 
tion attended a meeting to beer a short adéresa by Colonel Sutterlin, the new 
Commanding Officer of the Group. His words were followed with a sharpening up 
lecture on Arnement by Captain Mitchell. 


In preparation for the General Inspection on the 14th of February, it is 
well worth recording that all men in the Armament Section worked hard doing all 
the things necessary to make the section look es well as possible, Thies entailed 
an extra thorough policing of all tents, ehipe and disnersals, painting the floors 
and walle in the shop, and cleaning up all spare equipment. No one in the Squad= 
ron hed a great deal of rest during this périod, and the Armorere had oven less 
since they hed their reguler taske at night and during the early houre of the 
morning when they loaded up for missions to be flown. 


Also for this months record, well worth putting dow is the Armament status 
of O47 which has over one hundred and ten missions on it. Very little difficul- 
ty has been experienced ineofar as racke ent relesse mechaniem goes; all the 
malfunetione, or rather, the few thet have occurred, have been of a minor neture 
and haye in no way caused a lose of flying time on thet particular craft. Pfc. 
Wiley BE. Lawson is the Armorer assigned to this ship ond has meintained ite squip= 
ment for the majority of the missions this ship has flow. 


Aircraft number 705, a Pf ship wae assigned to the Squadron on the 15th, 
armament and turret modifications were carried out on the craft, und it was 
ready for operational use shortly after this date. 


Pfc. Rohert Patterson, who had fiowm as a gunner end wae grounded after com- 
pleting 15 missions, and assigned to this section, was dropped from this section 
the latter part of the month and returned to flying status; he did a good job in 
the section and we wish him the best of luck in his new assignment, Opl Russel 
Stieler who had been in the 65th General Hoopital with Yellow Jaundice returned 
to duty with the section on the 27th of this month; et present he is assigned to 
light duties. 


The Inet nicht of the month gave the men some much needed rest, This was 
welcome but the section would heve worked on just as cheerfully and efficiently 
had there been none; they seer just es anxious as anyone to press the advantage 
and breel the enemy's back.

4ll appropriate personnel will be warned that the telephone mon- 
itoring services are being considerably increased and that alltelphone con- 
versations aro liable to be monitored and should therefore always be conduct- 
ed with that thought in mind. 

Commanding officers will insure that all security offenses are 
severely punished, that euch punishments are made known, ani that all person- 
nel are warned that they can expect no leniency. (Ltr SHAEF 23 Jan 1946)
